deputy state school superintend- 
ent and official of the school of 
the air, was the principal speaker 
at the annual Christmas banquet 
at 
thn Corsicana Country Club 


Thursday night of the Corsicana 
District 
Vocational 
Agriculture 


Teachers' association. There were 
75 present including vocational ae- 
rlculturc teachers, their wives, su* 
perlntendents of schools and vis- 
itors from Navarro, Ellis, Lime- 
stone, Freestone and other Cen- 
tral Texas counties, 


L. I. Samuel, district director, Ar- 


lington, North Texas A. and M. 
College, presided. H. T. Lester of 
Ennls is president of the associa- 
tion. 


The invocation was given by J. 


C. Watson, Navarro county school 
superintendent. 
M. S. Hammack, 


Blooming Grove vocational agri- 
culture teacher, gave the welcome 
address, while the response 
was 


delivered by J. Nelson Inmon; su- 
perintendent om the Barry schools. 


Group singing was led by Mr. 


Samuel with Mrs. Samuel at the 
piano. leadership For Boys. 


J. B. Rutland of Austin, state 


advisor for the FFA and state su- 
pervisor for the vocational agri- 
culture work, also appeared on the 
program.

In the beginning of his remark* 


Deputy Superintendent Gunstream 
reviewed the rapid increase of the 
vocational agriculture work In the 
country.

critical eras. He said there Is a 
world struggle between two types 
of civilization — dictatorships vs. 
democracy; force against liberty; 
barbarism against civilization, and 
darkness vs. light. 
He quoted 


Hitler as stating "democracy must 
be destroyed." 
The speaker stressed his view 


of critical and dangerous times 
not only to England but to Amer- 
ica with the declaration that only 
10,000 RAF pilots, most of whom 
are boys 
with 
fuzz 
on 
their 


faces" stand between invasion of 
England and America from the 
German war machine. 


Discussing what he termed the 


educators role In the defense pro- 
gram of the nation, he Indicated 
the stressing of spiritual resourc- 
es and conservation of natural re- 
sources as highly Important. 


"If we teach without the spirit- 


ual side being developed, we will 
create a dangerous situation," the 
educator continued. 
Mr. Gunstream stressed the Im- 


portance of vocational agriculture, 
praising that work 
as 
teaching 


boys how to make a living, demon- 
strating work as a fundamental to 
success and popularizing the dig- 
nity of work. 


The speaker appealed for the de- 


velopment of 
high 
aspirations 


among the students and the mak- 
ing of our school system the sym- 
bol of a democratic people. 


Heritage of Americans. 


After referring to the heritage 


of Americans whose ancestors de- 
veloped this nation so they could 
worship God as they pleased, the 


speaker said the heritage Included 
a government for more than 130 
millions of free people, hopeful for 
the future, with great resources, 
Gunstream 
declared there Is no 


assurance the present conditions 
will continue unless we believe 
In our government enough to pay 
the price to maintain It. "Ideas 
are 
stronger 
than 
bullets," he 


quoted after declaring that people 
In dictatorships will fight for their 
type of government, and Indicat- 
ing that free people should be 
more willing to fight and sacrifice 
for their type of civilization. 


Turning his attention 
to 
the 


German propaganda that had un- 
dermined and 
destroyed 
France 


and other nations, he asserted that 
the same tactics were being em- 
ployed against America. 


"If democracy falls, It will be 


the people's fault; false Ideals tan- 
not destroy a real democracy and 
Christianity," he asserted and then 
challenged the teachers of their 
responsibility to live as models 
and serve as leaders In a pro- 
gram to create a oneness of spirit 
for our democracy and spiritual 
strength/

Most of the 
violations are petty cases. 


"Eighty per cent of the 


juveniles -are negroes, re- 
sulting from poverty and 
conditions, existing in their 
homes. 
Most of them are 


not going to school, 
but 


roam the streets", the dis- 
trict judge continued. The 
Court said if they were re- 
quired to stay in school, it 
would help a lot. 


There is practically no 


major crime in this immed- 
iate section. 


It was necessary a few 


years ago to set aside half 
the district court docket for 
criminal cases. Now one- 
third is set aside and it is 
not required, many

criminal weeks.

Justice Reed said in the major- 


ity opinion that federal authority 
to regulate water-borne commerce 
was not limited to navigation in 
the 
boats-and-water

but that "flood protection, water- 
shed development, recovery of the 
cost of Improvements through util- 
ization of power tire likewise parts 
of commerce control."

The court refused to review a
